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OTHER ACTIVITIES 

1. chairman of the DD/l Vital Materials 

Committee and chief of the OCR Vital Materials Program, 
called last week for assistance in giving a series 

of orientation briefings on OCR Vital Materials. A group of 
about 42 supervisors and administrators in OCR have visited 
the Vital Materials Repository in the past several years and 
have been briefed on their own division's vital materials. 

The purpose of the present series of briefings is to acquaint 
each individual with the materials in each other's division's 
holdings so that, in case of emergency, each person would be 
in a position to provide service from any one of the OCR Divi- 
sion’s holdings.
